It is called ‘false 
loose smut’ or ‘intermediate smut.’ 
In the field it resembles ordinary 
loose smut, but. in its life history 
it is closely akin to covered smut. 
Mercurial dusts and formalin afford 
effective control. i : 
Since false loose smut looks like 


ordinary loose smut and behaves ° 


like covered smut, it is important 
to know something of its distribu- 
tion and occurrence on different 
varieties of barley.

Conserving Moisture 


Crops sown on summerfallow this 
spring will benefit from moisture 
accumulated since about August, 
1942, as well as from rain which 
we all hope will fall this summer. 
Under. average conditions, this 
involves about 30 inches of precipi- 
tation. : 

Experiments conducted by the 
Jate Sidney Barnes at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Swift Cur- 
rent, over a period of 11 years, 
merit careful study by all dry land 
farmers. Of the total precipitation 
which falls during the summerfallow 
period of 20 months (for example, 
August, 1942 to April, 1944), not 
more than 380 percent is available 
to the summerfallow crop. What 
becomes ‘of the rest? 

1. Some percolates down through 

the subsoil; but this loss is 
negligible except in humid 
areas. 

2. Some. runs off the field. 

3. A lot evaporates. 

4, Too much is used by weeds. 

We may ignore No. 1.. Trash 
cover and, where feasible, contour 
tillage will reduce Josses from No. 2. 
Loss from No. 3 is almost entirely 
unavoidable. With respect to No. 4 
it is significant that Mr. Barnes 
considered that preventing weed 
growth was the most important 
feature of summerfallow tillage. In 
his experiments, wheat yielded more 
than twice as- much when weed 
growth on the fallow was prevented 
as it did when weeds were left 
alone until being plowed under on 
July 15th. 

It takes at least 300 pounds of 
water to produce one pound of dry 
dead weed material.

CANADA'S FINANCIAL CONTRIBUTION to the work of the United; 
Nations Relief And Rehabilitation Administration for this year will be 
77 million dollars. This was announced recently by Hon. J. L. Isley, | 
Minister of Finance, who explained that the contribution is being 
made on the basis of one per cent. of the national income for the year 
ending June 30th, 1943. The Dominion Bureau of Statistics reported that 
the national income for that period was 7,615 million dollars, and thus 
the sum of 77 millions was agreed upon as the Dominion’s share in the 
essential work of rehabilitation. The amount of the contribution of the} 
United States was determined in the same manner, on the basis of the 
estimated national income of that nation.

How It Can Be Made Safe For 
Drinking Purposes 

A seaman stranded in a lifeboat 
without fresh water or a flier forced 
to take to his life raft now can get 
a drink from the sea with two chem- 
ical compcunds compressed to the 
size of a. bar of soap and four plas- 
tic bags having a total capacity of 
one quart.’ By dissolving one of the 
compounds in the first bag of sea 
water the unpotable elements are 
eliminated. Pouring the water into 
a second bag containing a filter re- 
moves the salt. The second compound 
in a third bag takes away the alkali, 
and a filter in the fourth bag makes 
the water palatable.

Battle Of Weeds 


Exhibit Of Scuvenirs In Aid Of The| They Compete With Crops For Water 


And Other Nutrients 


The production of crops is largely 
a battle with weeds. Because weeds 
compete with crops for water, light, 
and the mineral nutrients found in 
the soil, the argument that a few 
more weeds cannot make any differ- 
ence to the crops shows a lack of 
knowledge of the competition which 
the crops have to meet from weeds 
in infested fields, states the Na- 
tional Weed Committee. Many peo- 
ple accept such weeds as_ lamb’s 
quarters and pigweed as a matter of 
course, but the amount of water 
required to produce one pound of 
lamb’s quarters (dry weight) is very 
much greater than that needed for a 
pound of oats. Oats require 597 
pounds of water to make one pound 
of dry matter, but one pound of 
lamb’s quarters uses up 801 pounds 
of water. 

In recent years, natural causes 
have led to at least a temporary re- 
duction of weed infestation in vari- 
ous places. In some districts, the 
prevalence of grasshoppers has re- 
sulted in a decrease in the growth 
and vigour of sow thistle. A succes- 
sion of dry seasons has been followed 
by less trouble from wild oats. Can- 
ada thistle, probably because of com- 
bined insect damage and dry sea- 
sons, has practically disappeared 
from areas where it was,a great pest 
a few years ago. However, the op- 
portunity for re-infestation through 
a change in conditions is a factor 
that has to be guarded against. 

The roots‘ of wild bindweed often 
penetrate to the depth of seven feet, 
sufficient plant food being stored in 
the roots to keep the weed alive for 
two years, “Concerning weed-damage 
to crops, the Field Husbandry Divi- 
sion, Dominion Experimental Farms 
Service, has found from experiments 
carried out at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, that the aver- 
age loss to grain crops due to mus- 
tard over a period of five years was 
12.7 per cent.

Britain Harvests 500 Tons For 
Making Vitamin Syrup 

Roses have always ben a synonym 
for beauty.

Rose hips are an extremely rich 
source of vitamin C, the food ele- 
ment which is in shortest. supply in 
the Canadian diet. 

The Nutrition Division,of the De- 
partment of Pensions and National 
Health advises making a mental note 
of the spots where wild roses bloom 
so that, in the fall, their fruit may 
be gathered and made into health- 
growing syrup or jam.
